Claims 16 and 18-30 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

The rejection of claims 19 and 18-30 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Handa in view of Nakagawa et al. and Takasu et al. in hereby 
withdrawn in view of applicants amendment to the claims.

Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are allowable over the cited prior art because the prior art does not teach, 
disclose nor make obvious a composition consisting of green tea, gentian and geranium 
mixed with at least one solution medium. The closest prior art references of Handa, 
Nakagawa et al. and Takasu et al. teach a composition comprising either green tea, 
gentian or geranium together with additional ingredients. They do not however, teach a 
composition comprised of only green tea, gentian and geranium mixed with at least one 
solution medium. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
